New School Plans Would 
Eliminate Overcrowding 


Gallant, old Marin School has 
been demolished because it was 
pronounced by the State as 
“earthquake unsafe.’ The small 
site (2.66 acres) was dominated 
by the old 47,717 sq. ft. pini 
edifice that served so many for 
so long . . . fifty-seven years. 
Kindergarten through seventh 
grade crammed as many as 700 
students together and challeng 
ed youngsters from 5 to 13 to 
somehow play together on that 
single, sloping area of asphalt 
playground. 

Mourning over the demise of 
Marin has subsided in anticipa- 
tion of an exciting new Manin, 
construction will begin soon for 
occupancy next Fall. The 
14-classroom Marin is a smaller 
school (26,552 sq. ft.), planned 
to house 460 students (Kinder- 
garten-fifth) in single story 
buildings that fit comfortably 
on the site and form adequate 
Play areas. 

The imaginative new school 
is grouped into units of three 
classrooms with movable parti 
titions. Each shares a common 
work area, a centrally-located 
multimedia center (library), 
and a multi-use room with plat- 
form and serving kitchen. 

Construction has been financ- 
ed by a loan from the State of 
California in its commitment to 
help school districts replace un 
safe buildings, The Marin proj- 
ect is separate from the $1,620,- 
000 bond proposal before the 
community on November 6. 

Cornell school has also hous- 
ed Kindengarten - through - sev- 
enth grade classes on a equally 
small (2.66 acres) site, again 
crowding as many as 700 stu- 
dents into classrooms and onto 
an inadequate playground. The

State has pronounced the old 
auditorium, two - story west

will be left open. A two-story 
link betwen the existing east 
and north wings will be built. 
This connecting link will have 
two classrooms and new boiler 
room on its ground floor and 
three classrooms on its second 
floor. The present District Ad- 
ministration offices will become 
the Cornell School offices, staff 
work room, and special-purpose 
rooms. The resultant L-shaped 
two-story building will also 
house 480 students, Kindergar- 
ten through fifth, and existing 
playground space will be in- 
creased substantially. 


The demolition and new con- 
struction planned for Cornell is 
part of Measure A on the No- 
vember 6th ballot. The other 
and larger segment of Measure 
A will finance part of the con- 
Struction of a 6-7-8 grade school 
on 5% acres of Gill Tract land. 
(The land will be purchased 
with a State loan). The pro- 
posed single-story Middle 
School will provide facilities 
and an educational program 
tailored to the unique needs of 
this age group. 


Three clusters of six class- 
rooms will each share a central 
area, This area will accommo- 
date the equipment necessary 
for a flexible curriculum for 
pre- and early-teens. A multi- 
media center will house learn- 
ing aids. A multi-purpose room 
will serve as gym and food sex- 
vice area, Grounds will include 
paved courts, courtyards and 
ball fields. 

Preliminary architectural stu- 
dies have been drawn for the 
schools. They can be viewed at 
the school district offices, 904 
Talbot, on weekdays.

One very important practice 
bicyclists frequently overlook is 
giving proper hand signals be- 
fore making a 
turn to change 
directions, 

Proper _ sig- 
nals are: STOP 
left arm. 
straight down 
(also used for 
slowing down signal); LEFT 
TURN—left arm straight out; 
RIGHT TURN left arm 
straight out from _ shoulder, 
straight up from elbow. 

As I ‘have said in previous 
lessons, when you are riding a 
bicycle you must follow the 
same rules as any other driver 
does. For instance; if you are 
riding a bicycle down the right 
hand side of the stret and de- 
cide that you will turn left at 
the next corner, you must give 
the proper signal for a left turn 
to let the drivers behind you 
know what you intend to do. If 
you were to turn left on your 
bike, without giving the proper 
‘hand signal, the driver behind 
you might try to pass you and 
if you crossed in front of him 
—it could mean BIG TROUBLE

Always remember that an au- 
tomobile travels at a higher 
rate of speed than a bike 
therefore, you must give your 
signals in plenty of time for 
the motorist behind you to react 
to them. Never wait to start 
your signal when you are ready 
to make a turn or stop, because 
a car traveling behind you, even 
at slow speed, cannot react to 
your signal on such short no- 
tice. It is best to give your hand 
signal after you pass the mid- 
dle of the block if you plan to 
turn at the next corner. Also, 
remember—if the driver behind 
you blows his horn—that means 
he cannot slow down in time to 
let you make your turn. So, you 
must wait until he has passed 
you before making your turn. 

It is best to remember 
to ALWAYS use your hand sig- 
nals, even if you are on a street 
with little or no traffic, because 
you never know when another 
driver will come up behind you 


quickly, before you have a 
chance to notice him.
